IOTION TO RECONSIDER ALSO DEFEATED

Reed and Cobh Kobwtitates Voted Down
Along with Amendments Offered by
the Sitver Mon—Reed nand Cox
Have n Sharp Little Colluquy.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.
financlal leglslation for
trecsury al the present sesilon of congress
wenl by the board when the house this
afternocn by a vote of 13 to 161, rejocted
the administration bill to authorize an Issue
of §600,000,000 bonds. The bill was beaton
befors it reached Its Inst  parliamentary
wtage. This rosult was reached after three
dayn’ of gpirited and at times heated debate
and at the end of a seven hours' sesslon.
From 11 & m. until 3:230 today, when the
bill, with the peénding substitutes, was to-
portéd to the house from the committee of
the whole, amendmonts were offored In rapld
succession, most of which were voted down
a8 fast as they were offered. Many of them
were deslgned to lond down the bill and
the voles thereon were In no sense tost votes,
The Bell amendment, for Instance, to make
the bonds payable In gold and silver, was de-
feuted by the declsive vote of 76 to 104,
while the Wil was defeated by 134 1o 161
Both the Reed and Cox substitutes, with the
amendments theroto, were rejected after the
bill was reported to the house, The Reed
Aubstitute, authorleing the Issue of ooln
bonds for the replenishment of the gold re-
merve and certificates to defray deficiencles
In the revenues, waw lost, 100 ta 187, It
was & party vote, save for the fact several
democrats and Cannon of Callfornla voted for
I, When the question eame up for third
reading and engrossment of the bill the whole
opposition concentrated.

While tho vote was being taken which re-
aulted In the refusal of the house to order
the third reading the Inteérest centered In
tho vote of Mr. Reed. He sat quietly on
his seat during the first call and did not
answer to his name, bul on the second ecall
he voted for the bill, As soon a¥ thie result
was announced Mr. Reed attempted to make
an explanation of the attitude of hHimself
and those of his collengues who had voted
for the bill, but objections were made. He
afterwards explained, however, that he had
submitied a proposition (his own substitute)
whieh he consldered would meet the sltua-
tion. The democrats had refected this and
then he and many of his collengues, although
opposed to fentures of the bill, had voted for
it in the hope It would pass and be amended
In the sonate,

Mr, Springer then moved to reconsider the
vote by which the third reading was re-
fused, but this motlon was laid on the table,
185 to 123, and the bl was killed, par-
liamentarily spenking. An analyeis of the
vote shows forty-four republicans and ninely
democrats voted for the bill and ity
8ix republicans, ninety-seven democrats and
elght popullsts voted against i,

Mr. Bell of Colorado offered an amend-
meont authorizing the bonds Issued by this
bill to be sold for gold or sllver without dis-
orimination and to be payable In gold or
sllver. It was debated by Messrs, Lockwood
of New York, Springer of 1llinols, Willlams
of Illinois and others, and was lost, 74 to 106,

Mr. Bryan of Nebraska called attention to
the fact that although the republicans pro-
fesned to be In favor of coin bonds, not ten
of them had voled for the Bell amendment,
and that Mr. Reed, who himsell Introduced
a substitute authorizing the (ssue of coln
bonds, had voted agninst it

"Is not the proposition of the republican
leader, providing for coln bonds, Interrupted
Mr. Bower of Californin, “‘better than that of
the democratie leader?'

*It Is mot,' replied Mr, Bryan. “Mr. Olove-
land's propesition {8 opeén and above board,
while that of Mr. Reed I8 masked. He has
Just voted against an amendment Incorpor-
ating the Iden of his substitute. (Democratic
applause.)

Mr. Hutcheson of Texas offered an amend-
ment simllar to that of Mr. Bell, making the
bonds payable In gold and silver, for which
Mr, Blangd offered a substitute for the colnage
of the silver bullion in the treasury and the
redemption of the treasury notes of 1880 in
coln, as provided by scotlon 3 of that net,
Both amendments were lost, Mr, Bland's by
A vote of 109 to 114.

Mr. Wualker of Massachusetis offered an
amendment (o confer upon the secretary of
the treasury digceretion as to the Interest Lo
be paid on the bonds and the tlme they
should run.

Mr, Holman of Indiana characterized the
bill as one to perpetuate the national banks.

Mr. Mallory of Floride spoke a final word
against the bill

OPPOSRD INDEFINITE AUTHORITY.

Mr. Hooker of Mississippl, speaking agalnst
the Walker amendment, declared his unaiter-
able opposition to conferring on any one dls-
aretlon to issue bonds for an indefinite time
o run for an Indefinite period, payable,
principal and Interest, in gold.

Mr. Hryan offered an amendment to the
Roeed substitute offered yesterday to provide
that nothing in the act shall be construed
to vitinte the policy of the government to
pay all coln bonds i® gold or silver at the
option of the government as expressed In a
resolution passed by congress in 1878,

Mr. Cobb of Almbama offered an amend-
ment to the Cox substitute ofered yesterday
to make the bonds issued under Its proyisions
bear 3 per cent (nterest, and payuable In
twenty years,

The hour set for taking the vote, 3:30, ar-
rived while an amendment of Mr, Terry of
Arkansas was belng read. It cut off this
amendment, leaving the two substitutes and
the amendmonts thercto pending. The
amendments adopted in the committeo were
agreed to In the house without divislon, ex-
ocopt that Lo reduce the annual tax on na-
tlonal bank circulation from 1 to one-fourth
of 1 r cent per annum. This was also
agreed to, 200 Lo 41.

Mr. Reed then attempted to enforee an
agreement, which. he elalmed had bepn en-
tered Into in committes, by which his sub-
stitute should be voted on after the Cox
substitute,

The fact of such an agreement was denled

Mr. Cox.

“It 18 a guestion of proprioty,” suld Mr.

Reed, sharply.

"It I8 a question of truth,” replied Mr.
- Cox, warmly.

The chalr held that the vote should first
be taken on the Reed substitute, to which
there was o pending amendment. The Reed
substitute provides for an issue of 3 per cent
eoln bonds te roplenish the gold reserve
and the lssue of cortificates of indebledness
to mect deficlenclos In the revenues.

Mr, Bryan's amendment added a proviso
that nothing In the proposed substitute sheuld
be construed as a surrender by the govern-
ment of the right to pay cutstanding coln
obligations In gold or silver at the option
of the government, as declared in the resolu-
tlon which passed congress n 1878,

REBD SUBSTITUTE DEFEATED,

The Bryan amendment was lost, 127 to

The house then went Into committes of the
whole and resumed conslderation of the ad-
minlatration bill to authorlze the Issue of
£600,000,000 of gold bonds,

The pending question was on the appeal
from the decislon of the chalr ruling the
amendment of Mr. Bland, democrat of Mis-
sourl, out of arder.

The chalr was sustalned, 130 to B2.

Mr. Hrosius, republican of Penneylvania,
offersd an amendment providing that such
bonds of the denomination of $20, S50 and
$170 as can be disposed of shall be deposited
for rale with natlonal banks by the secretary
of the state,

Mr. Slckles, demoerat of New York, made
an eloquent appeal for the passage of the
rending  bill. He bolleved, he sald, that
the deliberations of the house on (his question
marked an Important epoch In the history of
this country. He wams not a financier, he
frankly admitted, but he desired o expross
his deep sense of the Importance of this
measuro and his solemn belief that he woel-
fare and honor of his country were involved
In today's actlon uwpon it, He had had oe-
casion to differ In the past with the executlve,
the cholce of his own party, but he forgot
those differsnces when he withessed the
brave, manly action of the president In the
present  fAnancinl corials, Mr. Cleveland's
words were worthy of the most lllustrious of
our statesmen, and he forgot all in his ad-
miration of Mr, Cleveland's course on this
question. This was not the tiime, he con-
tinued, to settle definitely and permanently
the future of silver or of bank notes, It
wis & supreme moment In our history—such
orimes vecurred In the history of all—when we
must meet our obligations or default,

APPEAL TO PATRIOTISM.

“If my long life,” he concluded, “largely
devoted to public services, entitles me to ap-
peal to my colleagues to uphold the honor
and intagrity of our country, for God's sake
let’s profit by this opportunity!” (Applause.)

Mr. Bynm, democrat of Indlana, based an
appeal to the paseage of the bill on some
resolutions of the Indianapolls Board of Trade
endorsing the president's reeommendations.

Mr. Strait, democrat of South Carolina,
created amusement while opposing the bill
by describing the degenerat!on of the republie
and of congress. "“If Washington was to
look upon the house today,’’ he sald, 'tears
a8 big as mountains would furrow his cheeks,
and If John €. Calhoun could come down he
would lagh four-fifths of the members from
the capltol.'

Mr. Broslus' amendment was agreed Lo,

An amendment offered by Mr. Wheeler,
demoerat of Alabama, to repeal the state
bank tax was then taken up.

Mr. Daniels, republican of New York, pre-
sented the resolutlons adopted by the Board
of Trade, Bankers' assoclatlon and other com-
mercial bodles of Buffalo in favor of the
pending bill,

“Are these the same assoclatioins,” nsked
Mr. Terry, democrat of Arkansas, “which
adopted resolutions in 1893 to the effect that
the repeal of the Sherman silver law would
be followed by prosperity?"

“Perhaps they are,” replled Mr. Danlels,

Mr. Boatner, democrat of Loulsiana, sup-
ported Mr, Livingston’s motion, It was lost—
B4 to 96.

Mr. Grosvenor, republican of Ohlo, asserted
that the administration’s only hope of relfef
for the treasury lny In gettlng republican
votea, and he appealed to the other slde to
withhold political schemes and try the ex-
periment of patriotism,

Mr. Haughen, republican of Wisconsin, of-
fered an amendment to strike out the provi-
slon excluding from the operation of section
36, authorizing national banks to take out
tlreulation up to the par value of their out-
standing bonds bearing but 2 per cent Inter-
est.

Mr. Hendrix, democrat of New York, sup-
ported the amendment,

Mr. Haughen's amendment was agreed to
without divislon.

THUSE SUGAR BOUNTY CLAINS,

It"s to.

Harrls Allows Senator Mitehell to Make
His Report nnd Explanation.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 7.—The credentlals
of Luclan Baker as senator from Kansas for
the term beginning March 4 next were pre-
sented to the senate (oday.

There was a significant sequel to the spir-
ited scrap between Mr. Mitchell, republican
of Oregon, and Mr. Harrls; democrat of Ten-
nessee, when the former rose to make an
explanation on the sugar bounty claims, Mr.
Harrie, looking rather serlous, spoke of his
objections of the other day, but sald he
would not renew them.

Mr. Mitchell sald he was glad to hear the
senator admit that he had made a mistake.
It looked for a moment as though the sparks
m'ght fly, but Mr. Harris, who had risen to
reply, sat down again, evidently ready to let
the personal incldent close,

Mr. Mitchell sald the sugar beunty claims
had brought out differences in the claims com-
mittee. There were several propositions sub-
mitted. One was to pay In full the balance
of the bounty earned up to the piassage of the
new tarift act, which repealed the bounty.
Another was to pay one-half of the bounty for
the year 1805 since the passage of the act,
The majority of the commitiee belleves (n
paying the amount of bounty earned prior to
the act. They made a performa recommenda-
tlon to that effect, not to the senate, but to
the appropriations committee,

Mr. Mitehell sald his personal view was
that these claims were a legal obligation, as
well as an equilable one. The aggregate of
the cluims for the bounly earned after the
passago of the tariff act was $237,000. The
commissioner of Internal revenues suggested
$260,000 for meeting these clalms. But the
main claim was for one-half of the bounty
after the tariff act was passed. The total
bounty would be about $15,000,000, and the
clnims for half would be $6,500,000. The total
of claims before and after the tarlf act would
thus aggregate about $§8,000,000,

Mr, Blanchard, democrat of Loulslana, sald
these estimatles were mere conjectures. The
sugar producers questioned thelr correctness.

Mr. Cockrell, democrat of Missour!, chair-
man of the appropriations committes, pro-
tested against having these bounty olaims
“dumped” on the appropriation committee,
Here was a question Involving millions, he
sald, and the clalms committee were afraid
to assume responsibllity and report to the
senate, Instead of that they tried to unload
the responsibllity for this blg bounty on the
appropriations committee,

Mr. Mitchell and Mr. Paseo declared there
wag no disposition to shirk responsibility or
to “‘dump" the responsibility on the clalms
committee without action.

The claims were finally referred to the
appropriations committee. The senate then
pagsed the bill relating to the navigation and
commerce of Inland walers of the United
States, not Including the great lakes and con-
necting waters, .

The debate on the proposition for a cable
to Hawalli was then resomed, Minister
Thurston of Hawall, accompunied by Mrs,
Thuraton, were Interested listeners In the
diplomatic gallery.

Mr, Teller of Colorado called attention to
the Intest dispatches from Hawall showing
tho Dritish autherities were asserting thelr
purpose of protecting the British eltigens
under any and all clrcumstances. He com-
pared this with Becretary Herbert's orders
that Ameriean eltizens would recelve no
naval proteetion If they Inslsted op main-
tulning the existing government. 4

Mr. Gray of Delaware stated as a legal
proposition in the recent uprisings in Hawall
the American citizens who participated on
one slide or the other could not be called
to account by thls government, but added
that they forfeited the right for protection
for the resulits consequent upon thelr aetion.

Mr. Frye suggested that the press dis-
pitehes today showed Mr. Gray's legal propo.
sitlon was npol the one adopted by Greal
Hritaln,

Myp, Palmer of Hlinols argued against the
cable project. He sald it was purely a po-~
litieal plap not dictated by commeroial con-
ditions, He did not belleve in the nequlsi-

tion of Hawall, elther by annexation or
otherwise. Our annual exports to Hawali |
were less than the proposed cost of this
calile.

“Why is Great Britaln trying to bulld this
cable? asked Mr. Aldrich.

“Bucauso she needs It for an extention of
her possessions,” sald Mr. Palmer.

“And that [s why we want it—beecause we
need it responded Mr. Aldrich.

My. Morgan of Alsbama suggested the
misfortune arising if our naval or military
dispatches from Hawall, Japan or Ching had
to come through a British eabls company,

Mr, Palmer anked what the United States
would do with the Huwalian lslands if we
got  them tomorrow morning. *“0h! tor
one hour of Charles SBumner,” exclalmed the
Illinols senator, as he narrated Bumuer's
colirge In delending San Domingo againsi
absorption.

LIEUTENANT GENERAL

Restoration of the Geado Which Wil Ex-
piro with Sohofeld.

The Bee's dispatches have nnnounced the
promotion by the president of Major Gen-
eral John M. Schofield to the grade of lleu-
tenant general of the army under the re-
cent nct of congress. Interest In the mens-
ure for the restoration of the grade of lieu-
tenant gencral in the army has not been
confined to the proveedings In congress nor
to Major General John M. Bchofield and his
admirers, but Is has been the subject of
much comment among other offlcers of the
army and people outaide of the army clr-
cles, says the New York Tribune. The
senate bill slmply provided that the grade
should be revived, In order that *‘when,
in the opinion of the president and senate,
it shall be deemed proper to acknowledge
distingulshed services of n major general of
the army, the frmle of lleutenpnt genernl
may be especially conferred,”” but to “‘ex-
ﬁlm and be of no effect after the grade shall

ave once been filled and become vacant.**
The object of the resolutlon was to enable
the president to appont Major General
thul‘leld to be a lleuterant general, In order
that he might be retired with that rank.
The friends In congress of the other major
genernls, and also some of the bifgadier
generals, were ko urgent in the matter that
the house amended and passed the b
muking the ‘‘rank of lleutenant general
permanent in the case of the senlor major
genernl of the army In the digeretion of
the president.” 1t having beéen reported
that General Miles, who will be the senlor
mnjor Femml on the rétirement of General
Schofield in September next, was (nfluentinl
in the matter of the house amendment, he
has writlén a letter to the committee deny-
ing that he has been arrayed aguinst the
proposition to lmit the honor of the grade
of lleutenant general to General Schofield.

The last leutenant general of the army
was General Phillp 8her!can. who was pro-
moted to that grade on March 4. 1809, When
General Bherman waa retired from the
actlve lst In_ February, 1884, Liecutenant
Géneral Bherlidan became full commander
of the army. Pinally in May, 1588, con-
gress passod o billT to  discontinue the
grade of Heut:nant general and to merge
It into the griule of “gencral of the army
of the Upited Btates,'” with the provision
to allow the promotion of Licutenant Gen-
eral Sheridan to that grade, and that the
grade should continus only uring the life-
time of Genernl Sherldan, *“after which
such grade shall nlso cease.'” Within (wo
hours from the time that this bill reached
Presldent Clevelund General Sheridan was
nomdnated to the highest ﬂrmlo, Wi con-
firmed by the senate, and n commission
Issucd to him.

The grade of Weutenant
an oct

general was
originated by of congress of Moy
28 1798, and on July 8 following Gaorge
Wnuhinmun was appointed to that office,
which he held until March 8, 1709, when an
wot creating the grade of "ﬁeni-rnl of the
armies of the Unlted States," and abollsh-
ng the grade of leutenunt general, wos
approved, The grade of “llgutenant Ken-
eral by brevel” was, however, established
by u resolution of February 16, 1855, “lo ae-
knowledge the eminent ssrvices of a major
general of the army In the lote war with
Mexleo," with' the );ruv#nlnn that, having
heon once flled and become vatunt, the
resolution establishing it ghould expre and
be of no effect.

At 2 o'clock this afternoon the fire was
under complete control, but the entire wouth
wing of the hotel was Hooded with water,
The loss on the bullding 18 estlhmated st
$26,000, and on furnlture at $16,000. The losu
